PHUUADBLPitiA.jMn. l l . —The snpreme 
Domrt, in an opinion handled down by 
C hief J ustice Sterritt, dism issed the 
application in the Quay conspiracy case 
for a writ of certiorari and placed the 
costs on the petitioners. 
The petition 
of the defendants, U nited States Sena­ 
tor M. S. QiiaJ ^, R. R. Quay and Benja­ 
m in J . Hay wood, averred that on ac­ 
count of political prejudices they were 
of belief that they could not obtain a 
fair and impartial trial in the Philadel­ 
phia court of quarter sessions when the 
suit aKamst them was instituted. 
There was no 
dissenting opinion. 
The Charlie ag ainst the defendants was 
that ot conspiracy w ith J ohn S. Hop­ 
kins, the cashier of the People’s bank 
(who com m itted suicide in M archiasti in 
the m isuse of state funds on deposit in 
that bank. 
'1 he dt fendants were placed 
under arrest in October last and as a re­ 
sult of a preliminary hearing entered 
bail for trial. 
The court in its opinion held that it 
had no authority to review the action 
of the court below on the demurers and 
the motion to quash. 
The court said 
the only other contention of the peti­ 
tioners that required notice w as that 
they could not have a fair and impartial 
trial in the court of quarter sessions of 
Philadelphia county , where the indict­ 
m ents were still pending on issues of 
fact raised by the defendants’ plea of 
“ not g u ilty .” 
On this point the court 
eai(l in part: 
We cannot assent to this proposition. 
On 
th« contrary , we are satisfied that the peti­ 
tioners can and will have a f air and impartial 
trial in that pourt before a competent and un­ 
prejudiced judRe and a fair and impartial 
jury . If we thought otherwise we would not 
hesitate a moment to send the indictments to 
another jurisdiction for trial. 
The learned judges who, by virtue of their 
commissions as ju« lgf*s of the four separate 
common pleas courts of this county , are 
judg es of the courts of oy er and terminer and 
quarter sessions of the peace, etc., are 12 in 
number and sit in said courts in pursuance of 
previous as.signment under the constitutional 
provision. 'Under this agreement the judges 
who held the criminal courts in November last 
w ill probably not be required to sit therein 
for several m onths thereafter. 
Of the 12 
judges who^ thus in turn held the criminal 
courts only two are subjects of complaint in 
the petition tor the rule. 
One of these (J udge Gtordoi» ) resigned hla 
com m ission'and thus severed his connection 
w ith the common pleas courts before the peti­ 
tioners filed their demurrers and motion to 
quash. As to what he is alleged to have done 
w hile he held his commission, it is difficult to 
say what, if any . effect it may have in pre­ 
venting 
or 
even 
tending 
to 
prevent 
the petitioners from 
having a fair 
and 
Impartial trial before either of the other 
judg es now in commission. The only appar­ 
ent objections to the other learned judge 
<PinIetter) who rightly took the place of his 
colleague when the latter resigned, are that 
he did not dispose of the demnrrers and mo­ 
tion to quash in the manner that the petition­ 
ers claim he should have done, and that he has 
a son who is a member of the bar and holds a 
a position in the district attorney ’s office. 
These objections were uncalled for and re­ 
quire no comment further than to say that in 
hi.s opinion overruling the demurrer and df>- 
ny ing the motion to quash, he clearly and 
fearlessly stated his reas*)ns for so doing, and 
we see no reason to que.stion his integrity of 
purpose, and he is t<K» well known and too 
highly re.spected in tais community and else­ 
where to require any vindication at our hands. 
When Dec. 12 was agreed upon as the time for 
trial of the indictments it was well under­ 
stood that other judges would hold the De­ 
cember sessions of the criminal court, and 
thatfiJ Wtiths would probably elapse before it 
would again (iorue the turn of the learned 
president of common pleas No. 3 (Finletter) 
to serve in said courts. 
W’hen the petition w'as presented and rule 
to show cause with stay of proceedings, was 
granted bn Dec. 9 , 1» 98 . a speedy trial was in 
prospect on the following Monday bt^fore one 
of t,he j(« :irnt‘A junges then holding the crim- 
Inal ’ courts^ against neither of whom was 
there then, or since, a breath of complaint: 
and-we have no reason to doubt that fair and 
inipà rtial juries could then and can now be 
empanelled for the trial of the several tndict- 
m o i i t s . 
W ithout further reference to other feature» 
Of the case our conclasion is that there ap- 
liears to bti no sufficient reason to justify the 
lasuance of a certiorari. The rule to show 
cause is therefore duscharged and the petition 
l.s dismisse l at the cctsts of the petitioners. 
Seuator Paurose said the pailt or in­ 
nocence ot Quav had not been passed 
up in by the supreme court, and it did 
not eliect the senatorial situation. 
He 
still held that the suit was for political 
effect. 
He said he had no doubt Quav 
would be acquitted.

Then Tom turned his at- 
t« ‘ntion to the body and landed on the ribs 
with Ins left. Then Sharkey turned his atten­ 
tion to the upper works with McCoy .sprinting 
to the right, Sharkey having a decidM ad­ 
vantage. The sailor let fly both left and right, 
landing on body and fonang McCoy to east end 
of the ring close to the center upright, McOiy 
faltered and Torn caught him with a left 
swing on the neck. McCoy fell to the floor of 
the ring with his hea<i hanging over the low­ 
est of the three ropes looking imploringly 
around. The kid lay there helplessly while 
the referee count'd ten seconds, afG^r which 
he struggled to his fe< t, and Sharkey , nut 
knowing that the limit had expired, rushed at 
him once more, thi.s time swinging right on 
the neck just below the jaw.

L ondon, J an. 11.—The Manila oorre- 
ipondent of The Morning Post said: 
“ There was an important conference 
last evening between duly authorized 
American and Filipino com mittees at 
the instance of Agniualdo.

Aquilles and 
Senor 
Torres. 
Major 
General Otis appointed General Hughes, 
Colonel Smith of the California reg i­ 
ment and .Tudge Advocate Crowder. 
General Otis said the purpose of the 
conference was a mutual understanding 
of the policies, aims and desires of the 
people of the United States and of the 
Philipjhue.s. 
There was a frank dis- 
eussion. 
H o ng k ong , J an. 11.— The Filipino 
com mittee here broke oft' all relations 
withitho United States consul, Houuse- 
velle Wlldman, 
Tne com m ittee is.ssued a writ in the 
supreme court to recover the sum of 
417 ,000 which the Filipinos claimed to 
have deposited with Mr. Wild man as 
treasurer of the Filipino independence 
fund in J une last. 
The members of 
the com mittee further alleged that sen­ 
sational 
disclosures 
were 
probable, 
showing , they added, that the ¡Ameri­ 
can governm ent recognized the F ili­ 
pinos as belligerents by affording them 
assistance in arms and moral inffuence 
to co-operate against Spain, “ thus en ­ 
dorsing 
the 
agreement 
made w ith 
Aguiualdo at Singapore in April.” 
W a.sh ing t o n , J an. 11.—It could be 
stated on authority that such news as 
was received from General Otis was 
rather reassuring than otherwise as to 
the situation in the Philippines aud 
that he made no allusion to a hostile 
collision. 
He was instructed to use 
g entleness in dealing with the insur­ 
g ents and to advise and ctvoperate with 
Admiral Dewey . 
The* e was some rea­ 
son to believe tL u the present situa­ 
tion would bo protracted longer than 
would be natarally expected, aud that 
there would be no open hostilities im ­ 
mediately , if at all. 
The question arose 
here as to the exact purpose to be served 
now in attempting to seize Iloilo. 
Orisriiially it was intended to release 
the Spanish fon^e there besieged, but 
by their evacuation of that place they 
removed that incentive, and were it 
not for the false encouragement it 
would g ive the insurg ents there was 
little doubt that the United 
Statics 
troops wonld not be moved ag ainst 
Iloilo. 
Meanwhile the navy was ex­ 
pected to draw a cordon aronnd the 
island of Pauay and also Lnzou, should 
it l>e deemed necessary to do so, to pre­ 
vent the further supply of arms and 
munitions of war to the insurgents. 
Probably the gunUiats now there or en- 
route w ill be reinforced by the Machias 
aud the Annapolis and Vioksburg.

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AGAINST THE QUAYS. 


P e n n sy lv a n ia 
Refused 


PHiLADVLPttiA.Jaii. 11.—The supreme 
Boart, in an opinion handed down by 
Chief Justice Sterntt, dismissed the 
application in the Quay conspiracy case 
for a writ of certiorari and placed the 
costs on the petitioners. 
The petition 
of the defendants, United States Sena­ 
tor M. S. Qximfr, R. R. Quay and Benja­ 
min J. Haywood, averred that on ac­ 
count of political prejudices they were 
of belief that they could not obtain a 
fair and im partial trial in the Philadel­ 
phia court of quarter sessions when the 
suit against them was instituted. 
There was no dissenting opinion. 
The charge against tho defendants was 
that of conspiracy with John S. Hop­ 
kins, the cashier of the People’s bank 
(who committed suicide in March last) in 
the misuse of state funds on deposit in 
that bank. 
The dc-fondants were placed 
under arrest in October last and as a re­ 
sult of a preliminary hearing entered 
bail for trial. 
The court in its opinion held that it 
had no authority to review the action 
of the court below on the demurers and 
the motion to quash. The court said 
the only other contention of the peti­ 
tioners that required notice was that 
they could not have a fair and impartial 
trial in the coart of quarter sessions of 
Philadelphia county, where the indict­ 
ments were still pending on issues of 
fact raised by the defendants’ plea of 
“ not guilty.” On this point the court 
eaid in part: 
We cannot assent to this proposition. 
On 
th e contrary, w e are satisfied th a t the peti­ 
tioners can and w ill have a la ir and im partial 
tria l in th a t pourt before a com petent and un­ 
prejudiced judge and a fair and im partial 
ju ry . If we thought otherw ise we would not 
hesitate a m om ent to send the indictm ents to 
another jurisdiction for trial. 
The learned judges who, by virtue of th eir 
com missions as judges of th e four separate 
com mon pleas courts of this county, are 
judges of the courts of oyer and term iner and 
q u a rte r sessions of th e peace, etc., are 12 in 
num ber and sit in said courts in pursuance of 
previous assignm ent under the constitutional 
provision. U nder this agreem ent the judges 
w ho held the crim inal courts in Novem ber last 
w ill probably not be required to sit therein 
fo r several m onths thereafter. 
Of the 12 
judges w in? th u s in tu rn held the crim inal 
co u rts only tw o are subjects of com plaint in 
th e petition Tov the rule. 
One of tlgese (Judge Gordon) resigned his 
commission' and thus severed his connection 
w ith the common pleas courts before the peti­ 
tioners filed their demurrers and motion to 
quash. As to what he is alleged to have done 
w hile he held his commission, it is difficult to 
say what, if any. effect it may have in pre­ 
venting 
or 
even 
tending 
to 
prevent 
the petitioners from 
having a fair 
and 
impartial trial before either of the other 
judges now in commission. The only appar­ 
en t objections to the other learned judge 
(Pinietter) who rightly took the place of his 
colleague when the latter resigned, are that 
he did not dispose of the demurrers and mo­ 
tion to quash in the manner that the petition­ 
ers claim he should have done, and that he has 
a son who is a member of the bar and holds a 
rn position in the district attorney’s office. 
These objections w ere uncalled for and re­ 
q u ire no com m ent fu rth e r than to say th a t in 
his opinion overruling th e dem u rrer and de­ 
nying the m otion to quash, he clearly and 
fearlessly stated his reasons for so doing, and 
w e see no reason to question his integrity of 
purpose, and he is too well known and too 
highly respected in tnis com m unity and else­ 
w here to require any vindication a to u r hands. 
W hen Dec. 12 w as agreed upon as the tim e for 
tria l of the indictm ents it was well under­ 
stood th a t other judges would hold th e De­ 
cem ber sessions of the crim inal court, and 
th a t fjjtohths w ould probably elapse before it 
would again come the tu rn of the learned 
president of common pleas No. 3 (Einletter) 
to serve in said courts. 
W hen the petition was presented and rule 
to show cause w ith stay of proceedings, was 
granted b n Dec. 9, 1898, a speedy trial was in 
prospect on the follow ing Monday before one 
of 
yearned junges then holding th e crim ­ 
inal courts* against neither of whom was 
there then, or since, a b reath of com plaint; 
and-we have no reason to doubt th at fair and 
inipArtkil ju rie s could then and can now be 
em panelled for th e tria l of the several indict­ 
m ents. 
W ithout fu rth e r reference to other features 
of the case o ur conclusion is th a t th ere ap­ 
pears to be no sufficient reason to justify the 
issuance of a certiorari. Tile rule to show 
cause is therefore discharged and the petition 
is dismissed, at the costs of the petitioners. 
Fellator Penrose said the guilt or in­ 
nocence of Quay had not been passed 
upon by the supreme court, and it did 
not effect the senatorial situation. 
He 
still held that the suit was for political 
effect. 
He said he had no doubt Quay 
would be acquitted. 
John Wanamaker said: 
I have no com m ent to make, because I do 
n ot believe i i criticising any decision of a 
court, and be ides I do not believe in heaping 
m isfortune up n m isfortune.

He was instructed to use 
gentleness in dealing with the insur­ 
gents and to advise and co-operate with 
Admiral Dewey. There was some rea­ 
son to believe th » the present situa­ 
tion would be protracted longer than 
woald be naturally expected, and that 
there would be no open hostilities im­ 
mediately, if at all. The question arose 
here as to the exact purpose to be served 
now in attempting to seize Iloilo. 
Originally it was intended to release 
the Spanish force there besieged, bat

the splendid prize, he 
scraped all his money together and par 
chased not the ticket he wanted, be 
cause it was already sold, botone which 
bore the same numerals, differently ar­ 
ranged. Then be and his wife fell on 
desperately bard times, which eventual 
ly closed upon them in death from sheer 
starvation, for he had tried and failed 
to sell his lottery chance, which was 
the laet thing left to him. 
When the drawing came on, he won 
the first prize of £8,000, but as be was 
dead and no next of kin could be discov­ 
ered the prize was raffled for again, 
when it fell to swell the parse of an 
Italian banker who already was pos 
sassed of vast wealth. 
A German lady living in Brunswick 
had a fancy that a certain ticket woald 
win a priae in a lottery in which the 
first prize was £16,000. It may seem 
strange, but it is vouched for as being 
perfectly true, that she to altered her 
opinion as to the chances of ber tioket 
winning a prize that she bartered it 
away for a new hat from her milliner 
within a few days of having purchased 
it. 
Thia waa a melancholy exception to 
the role that ” eeoond thoughts are a1

correction. 
The pay ordinance was then passed, 
and Clerk Hanley reported that two 
notes of $10,000 each would be due Jan. 
15 and they would have to be renewed 
for 60 days. 
Ho was ordered to have 
them renewed. 
Mr. Challis stated that as the work on 
the streets and culverts was about com­ 
pleted for the year he thought the in ­ 
spector was not needed, and he made a 
motion that Mr. Harris be laid off.

“ Russia,’’ he said, “ will have a little 
more space, bot the United States bas a 
larger allotment than either England or 
Germany. However, the French com­ 
missioners will try to give equal favors 
to the four great countries, the United 
States, England, Bassia and Germany 
Germany is making great efforts to ex­ 
cel all other nations at the exposition, 
and the United States will find Ger 
many its keenest competitor. The Ger 
man government bas made liberal and 
generonsappropriations for its exhibits, 
the a moo ut appropriated being twioe 
the sam which has been provided for 
our commission. Japan will also make 
a fine display. 
“ Commissioner General Peek bas ob­ 
tained additional space, amounting to 
about 50 per cent over the original al­ 
lotment The space now given the Unit­ 
ed States is about 317,000 square feet. 
As the applications'from intending ex­ 
hibitors even now ask for over 700,000 
square feet of course somebody will bo 
disappointed. The struggle for suprem­ 
acy between nations will be a great one, 
and Commissioner General Peck will 
eliminate all displays that would be 
other than crsditable to America. The 
demand for space in the machinery 
and electrical departments alone now 
amount! to over 300,000 square feet, or 
•ay 83,000 feet more than the entire al­ 
lotment to the United States. 
“ As to allotment of space to exhib­ 
itors, that will be done at the earliest 
practical moment by Commissioner Gen­ 
eral Peck and bit directors of depart­ 
ments. 
The oommiaiioner general is 
completing bia plana and organization 
m rapidly as possible, and there will be 
no needless delay in assigning space and 
notifying exhibitors. “ —New York Her­ 
ald.

And now scientists of Great Britain 
are making a careful investigation of 
enormous deposits of iron and ore some 
distance from Stockholm, Sweden, with­ 
in the area included in the arctic circle 
These new orefields are apparently lim 
itlesa in extent and of the greatest pos­ 
sible value to the iron industry of Great 
Britain, which ia rapidly finding itself 
nnaole to compete with the obeap prod­ 
ucts of American ora Thew Swedish 
deposits are said to be among the moat 
valuable ever discovered on either con­ 
tinent. Following the discovery of gold 
in Alaska, this may ba taken ae en in­ 
dication that th# mineral WMltb of the 
a retie regiona may ultimately lead to 
the establishment of a large population 
In thoee parte of the world nearest the 
north pole which have hitherto been 
little explored because of their inhos­ 
pitable climata 
An ingenious philosopher hM outlined 
the theory that the precious metals of 
the world will be found in greatest 
abundance in the arotio regiona, because 
when the world was a molten mass re­ 
volving on its axis the tendency of all 
metals was naturally toward the axil 
or the poles and that when the plastic 
mass solidified the gold and silver were 
concentrated near the poles. 8*. 
thia theory be confirmed, the finest 
posits of preoioos metals will be fonn 
the farther we get north and sooth, and 
erotio explorers will have something 
else to seek in fntore besides glory 
Nature evidently intended to look up 
its treasures in an inaccessible store­ 
house. But in these days man aspires 
to be the master of nature herself.—

Peck that went aground near Bar point 
and was lost with a 120,000 cargo. 
“ The captain of the Susan E. had 
sailed successfully hundreds of times 
between Point Pelee and Bar point and 
in all kinds of weather, and this time 
he had a wheelman who was known 
from one end of the Jake to the other as 
one of the most expert navigators in 
the lake husino.ss 
He liad been lying 
up a long time, for the very good reason 
that owing to an accident to oua of his 
legs that leg bad to be amputated to 
save his life. 
The lost member was re­ 
placed by an artificial leg, and theu the 
pilot was ready to take his post at the 
wheel again. 
His first service after his 
misfortune was this trip of the iSusan 
E. Peck, and he ran her aground 
‘‘The puzzle to everybody w.as bow 
it was possible for the propeller, han­ 
dled by a man of such skill and experi- 
euce, on a straight conrse only 40 miles 
Jong and with every sailing condition 
favorable, to leave her course. T.- e pilot 
was the most puzzled and astounded 
person of all. 
He soon got anoth» ; ves 
seJ, and this one he ran in such an er 
ratio manner, but fortunately with no 
disastrous result, that he was compelled 
to give her up, and his usefulness a.s a 
pilot was gone. He and others wont to 
investigating to see if they could dis­ 
cover what was wrong with bis sea­ 
manship.

A LAKE PILO T’S LEG. 


H o w It S o lv e d th e M y ste r y o f th e 
W r e c k o f a S tea m P r o p e lle r . 
“ We are never amazed when vessels 
go aground and are wrecked on Lake 
E rie during the gales th a t are common 
on th a t treacherous water, for we ex­ 
pect such things th e n ,” said a lake 
skipper, ‘‘but when one is grounded on 
a clear day and wrecked on a conrae as 
clear as the day in the hands of a pilot 
th a t knows the ground like a bock we 
naturally wonder a little and w ant to 
know the w hys and wherefores. Such 
was the case of the propeller Snsan E. 
Peck that w ent aground near Bar point 
and was lost w ith a $20,000 cargo. 
“ The captain of the Susan E. had 
sailed successfully hundreds of times 
between Point Pelee aud Bar point and 
in all kinds of weather, and this tim e 
he had a wheelman who was known 
from one end of the lake to the other as 
one of the most expert navigators in 
the lake business 
He had been lying 
up a long time, for the very good reason 
th a t owing to an accident to one of his 
legs that leg had to be am putated to 
save his life. 
The lost member was re­ 
placed by un artificial leg, and then the 
pilot was ready to take his post at the 
wheel again. 
His first service after his 
m isfortune was this trip of the Susan 
E. Peck, and he ran her aground. 
‘‘The puzzle to everybody was bow 
it was possible for the propeller, ban 
died by a man of such skill aud experi­ 
ence, on a straight course only 40 miles 
long and w ith every sailing condition 
favorable, to leave her course. T j e pilot 
w as the most puzzled and astounded 
person of all. 
He soon got anot.b*; ves 
sel, and this one ho ran in such an er 
ratio manner, but fortunately with no 
disastrous result, th at he was compelled 
to give her up, and his usefulness as a 
pilot was gone. 
He aud others wont to 
investigating to see if they could dis 
cover w hat was wrong w ith bis sea 
manship. 
‘‘After aw hile they discovered w hat 
they believed was the trouble. 
In the 
p ilot’s artificial leg a great deal of steel 
had been nsed in the joints and other 
places. Sitting close to the binnacle, as 
he did w hile steering, this steel der aug 
ed the compass so that it threw the 
wheelman way off his reckoning and 
led to the wrong piloting that had 
wrecked the Snsan E. Peck and endan­ 
gered the other vessel that the wheel 
man navigated subsequently. 
This was 
w hat they argued, and to demonstrate 
the correctness of the theory the pilot 
took charge of a vessel w ithout wear 
ing his false leg. Ever} thing worked to 
a charm . 
The mystery of the Susan E 
Peck was solved, and the pilot was re­ 
stored to his old place in the confidence 
of Lake E rie skippers and vessel own 
era.” —New York Sun.

A LAKE PILOT’S LEG. 


H o w It S o lv e d t h e M y s te r y o f th e 
W r e c k o f n S te a m P r o p e lle r . 
“ We are never amazed when vessels 
go aground and are wrecked on Lake 
Erie during the gales that are common 
on that treacherous water, for we ex­ 
pect such things then,” said a lake 
skipper, ‘‘but when one is grounded on 
a clear day and wrecked on n coarse as 
clear as the day in the hands of a pilot 
that knows tho ground like a bock we 
naturally wonder a little and want to 
know the whys aud wherefores. Such 
was the case of the propeller Susan E. 
Peck that went aground near Bar poiut 
and was lost with a $20,000 cargo. 
‘‘The captain of the Susan E. had 
sailed successfully hundreds of times 
between Point Pelee and Bar point aud 
in all kinds of weather, aud this time 
he had a wheelman who was known 
from one end of tho lake to the other as 
one of the most expert navigators in 
the lake business. 
He had been lying 
up a long time, for the very good reason 
that owing to an accident to one of his 
legs that leg had to be amputated to 
save his life. 
The lost member was re­ 
placed by an artificial leg, and their the 
pilot was ready to take his post at the 
wheel again. 
His first service ofter his 
misfortune was this trip of the Susan 
E. Peck, and ho ran her aground. 
‘‘The puzzle to everybody was how 
it was possible for the propeller, ban 
died by a man of such skill aud experi­ 
ence, on a straight course only 40 miles 
long and with every sailing condition 
favorable, to leave her course. T: e pilot 
was the most puzzled aud astounded 
person of all. 
He soon got anoth*: ves 
sel, and this one ho ran in such an er 
ratio maunor, hut fortunately with no 
disastrous result, that he was compelled 
to give ber up, and his usefulness as a 
pilot was gone. He and others wont to 
investigating to 6ee if they could dis­ 
cover what was wrong with bis sea 
mauship. 
‘‘After awhile thpy discovered what 
they believed was the trouble. 
In the 
pilot’s artificial leg a great deal of steel 
had been used in the joints and other 
places. Sitting close to the binnacle, as 
he did while steering, this steel derang 
ed the compass so that it threw the 
wheelman way off his reckoning and 
led to the wrong piloting that had 
wrecked the Susan E. Peck and endan­ 
gered the other vessel that the wheel 
man navigated subsequently 
This was 
what they argued, aud to demonstrate 
the correctness of the theory the pilot 
took charge of a vessel without wear 
ing his false leg. Ever} thing worked to 
a charm. 
The mystery of the Susan E 
Peck was solved, and the pilot was re­ 
stored to bis old place in tile confidence 
of Lake Erie skippers and vessel own 
er*.” —-New York Sun.

P h i l a d e l p h i a , Jan . l l . — The supreme 
coart, in an opinion handed down by 
Chief Jnstioe Sterritt, 
dismissed the 
application in the Quay conspiracy case 
for a writ of certiorari and placed the 
costs on the petitioners. 
The petition 
of the defendants, United States Sena­ 
tor M. S. Q ui^, R. R. Quay and B en ja­ 
min J . Haywood, averred that on ac­ 
count of political prejudices they were 
of belief that they could not obtain a 
fair and impartial trial in the Philadel­ 
phia court of quarter sessions when the 
suit against them was instituted. 
There was no 
dissenting opinion. 
The charge against tho defendants was 
that of conspiracy with John S. Hop­ 
kins, the cashier of ihe People’s bank 
(who committed suicide in March last) in 
the misuse of state funds on deposit in 
that bauk. 
'I he defendants were plac :d 
tinder arrest in October last aud as a re­ 
sult of a preliminary hearing entered 
bail for trial. 
The court in its opinion held that it 
had no authority to review the action 
of the court below on the demurers and 
the motion to quash. 
The court said 
the only other contention of the peti­ 
tioners that required notice was that 
they could not have a fair and impartial 
trial in the court of quarter sessions of 
Philadelphia county, where the indict­ 
ments were still pending on issues of 
fact raised by the defendants’ plea of 
“ not guilty.” 
On this point the court 
said in part: 
W e cannot unsent to this proposition. 
On 
the contrary, we are satisfied that the peti­ 
tioners can and will have a lair and impartial 
trial in that yourt before a com petent and un­ 
prejudiced judge and a fair and impartial 
ju ry . If we thought otherwise we would not 
hesitate a moment to send the indictments to 
another jurisdiction for trial. 
The learned judges who, by virtue of their 
commissions us judges of the four separate 
common pleas courts of this county, are 
judges of the courts of oyer and term iner and 
q u arter sessions of the peace, etc., are 14 in 
num ber and sit in said courts in pursuance of 
previous assignm ent under the constitutional 
provision. 
Under this agreem ent the judges 
who held the crim inal courts in November last 
w ill probably not bt* required to sit therein 
for several months thereafter. 
Of the 14 
judges who5 thus in turn held the crim inal 
courts only two are subjects of com plaint in 
the petition for the rule. 
One of these (Judge G o rd o n ) resigned his 
commission and thus severed his connection 
with the common pleas courts before the peti­ 
tioners filed their demurrers and motion to 
q u ash . As to what he is alleged to have done 
while h e held his commission, it is difficult to 
say what, if any. effect it may have in pre­ 
venting 
or 
even 
tending 
to 
prevent 
the pe titioners from 
having a fair 
and 
impartial trial before either of the o th e r 
judges now in commission. The only appar­ 
ent objections to the other learned judge 
(Pinletter) who rightly took the place of his 
colleague when the latter resigned, are that 
he did not dispose of the demurrers and mo­ 
tion to quash in the manner that the petition­ 
ers claim he should have done, and that he has 
a son who is a member of the bar and holds a 
a position in the district attorney’s office. 
These objections were uncalled for and re­ 
quire no com ment fu rth er than to say that in 
his opinion overruling the dem urrer and de­ 
nying the motion to quash, he clearly and 
fearlessly stated his reasons for so doing, and 
we see no reason to question his integrity of 
purpose, and he is too well known and too 
highly respected in this community and elso- 
here to require any vindication ato u r hands. 
W hen Dec. 14 was agreed upon as the tim e for J 
tria l of the indictm ents it was well under- , 
st*>od th at other judges would hold the De­ 
cem ber sessions of the crim inal court, and 
that" flMtiths would probably elapse before it 
would again come the turn of the learned 
president of common pleas No. 8 (Finietter) 
to serve in said courts. 
W hen the petition was presented and rule 
to show cause with stay of proceedings, was 
granted "bn Dec. I), 1»98, a speedy trial was in 
prospect on the following Monday before one 
of tjjie^earned junges then holding the crim ­ 
inal courts* against neither of whom was 
there then, or since, a breath of com plaint:

W ithout fu rther reference to oth er features 
Of the case our conclusion is that there ap­ 
pears to be no sufficient reason to ju stify the 
issuance of a certiorari, The rule to show 
cause is therefore discharged and the petition 
Is dismissed at the costs of the petitioners. 
Fellator Panrose said the jjrailt or in-

showing, they added, that the jAmeri- 
ean government recognized the F ili­ 
pinos as belligerents by affording them 
assistance in arms and moral influence 
to co-operate against Spain, “ thus en­ 
dorsing 
the 
agreement 
made with 
Aguinaldo at Singapore in April.” 
W a s h i n g t o n , Jan . l l .—It could be 
stated on authority that such news as 
was received from General Otis was 
rather reassuring than otherwise as to 
the situation in the Philippines and 
that he made no allusion to a hostile 
collision. 
He was instructed to use 
gentleness in dealing with the insur­ 
gents and to advise and co-operate with 
Admiral Dewey. 
The e was some rea­ 
son to believe th I the present situa­ 
tion would be protracted longer than 
would be naturally expected, and that 
there would be no open hostilities im­ 
mediately, if at all. 
The question arose 
here as to the exact purpose to be served 
now in attempting to seize Hollo. 
Originally it was intended to release 
the Spanish force there besieged, but 
by their evacuation of that place they 
removed that incentive, and were it 
not for the false encouragement it 
would give the insurgents there was 
little doubt that the United 
States 
troops woald not be moved against 
Iloilo. 
Meanwhile the navy was ex­ 
pected to draw a cordon around the 
island of Panay and also Luzon, should 
it lie deemed necessary to do so, to pre­ 
vent the further supply of arms and 
munitions of war to the insurgents. 
Probably the gunboats now there or en­ 
route will be reinforced by the Machias 
and tUe Annapolis aud Vicksburg.

Q. A. McDowell of the 
Second United Presbyterian church, of 
which tile deceased was an elder, as­ 
sisted by his former pastor, Rev. Dr. R.

There are few things with wbiob ro­ 
mance is more closely connected than 
the distribution of lottery prizes, and 
there can be no doubt that we Britons 
are a1) the better off because of the ille­ 
gality of holding lotteries in the United 
Kingdom. 
A big lottery must disap­ 
point hundreds of thousands while it 
enriches one winner, who often finds 
that his hastily acquired wealth results 
in doing him more harm than good. 
A short time ago the first prize in 
one of the Italian state lotteries, which 
amounted to some £8,000, fell to a 
peasant who, with bis wife, had actually 
died of starvation within a few hours 
of the drawing of the prize. 
Owing to a dream in which a peasant 
had the presentiment that a certain 
number would be on the ticket which 
would 
win 
the splendid prize, he 
scraped all bis money together and pur­ 
chased not the ticket be wanted, be­ 
cause it was already sold, but one which 
bore the same numerals, differently ar­ 
ranged. Then be and his wife fell on 
desperately hard times, which eventual­ 
ly closed upon them in death from sheer 
starvation, for he had tried and failed 
to sell his lottery chance, which was 
the last thing left to him. 
When the drawing came on, he won 
the first prize of £8,000, but as be was 
dead and no next of kin could be discov­ 
ered the prize was raffled for again, 
I when it fell to swell the purse of an 
Italian banker who already was poa 
sassed of vast wealth. 
A German lady living in Brunswick 
bad a fancy that a certain ticket would 
win a prize in a lottery in which the 
first prize was £15,000. It may seem 
strange, bot it is voncbed for as being 
perfectly trne, that she so altered her 
opinion us to the chanoea of ber ticket 
winning a prize that she bartered it 
away for a new hat from her milliner 
within » few day* of having purchased 


This was rn melancholy exception to 
the role that "second thoughts are al­ 
ways best. ” The tioket which she had 
exchanged for a hat, possibly worth a 
couple of guineas, succeeded in captur­ 
ing the first prize of £16,000, and the 
milliner, who considered he bad run 
his risks, absolutely refused to palliate 
bis customer’s bitter disappointment by 
anything beyond the payment of a few 
pounds, which were dragged from him 
by hollow threats of legal action. 
On one occasion the first prize in an 
Italian lottery, amounting to nearly 
£5,000, fell to a man who had diec 
three days before the raffle, the second 
prize of £2,000 fell to a lady who had 
sold her lucky ticket at the eleventh 
hour, and the third prize of £1,000 to a 
private soldier who, on bearing of his 
good fortune, drank himself mad anc 
then committed suicide. 
For want of 
claimants who could establish their 
claims satisfactorily, the first and third 
prizes were again raffled for, and this 
time they both fell to the same person 
—the owner of one of the largest pri 
rate estates in Aostria, who was quite 
indifferent about the addition to his a1 
ready huge fortune. 
Silly superstitions play an important 
part in the baying and selling of lottery 
tickets, and it is no uncommon thing 
for a person who fancies a oertain num­ 
ber to buy it at a price equal to hun­ 
dreds of times its original cost, and 
many of those who indulge in this kind 
of speculation with the fixed idea of 
gain generally discover that it is an 
expensive game. 
A German banker conceived the idea 
that the first prize in a certain lottery 
would fall to the holder of a ticket on 
which the figure three stood either alone 
or with others. Ho greatly impressed 
was he with this belief that he bought 
up every ticket that bore the numeral 
three, a little deal which cost him some 
thousands of pounds, bec a a se many of 
the tickets he fancied were held by per­ 
sons to whom he had to pay fancy prices. 
One of these persons when approach­ 
ed on the matter refused to sell his 
ticket unless the banker purchased a 
complete bundle of SO, of which he was 
anxious to get rid. The banker did not 
wish to do this, as there was only one 
ticket bearing a three in the bandle, 
but he ultimately consented, took the 
ticket he wanted and gave the vender 
back all the others. Great must have 
been his annoyance on discovering later 
that the first prize had not falieu to 
bim, but bad been won by one of the 
tickets be had bought and scorned.— 
London Tit-Bita.

Last evening before the regular meet­ 
ing of council a short session was held 
in the clerk’s office. 
A committee from Trades council 
composed of Al. S. 
Hughes, J. J. 
Weisend and R. P. Reeves were present 
in regard to the street car strike, and 
Mr. Reeves said : “It is an nnusual oc­ 
currence in the life of an ordinary in­ 
dividual like myself to have the privi­ 
lege of addressing the city fathers of an 
enterprising city like this one. We have 
called here tonight in regard to the 
street 
car 
strike, 
and 
think 
it 
is 
due 
to 
conncil 
that 
they 
should 
fully understand 
the 
mat­ 
ter.” He then gave a detailed state­ 
ment of the trouble showing that the 
state law provided that vestibules should 
be built in order that motormen be pro­ 
tected from the elements. The company 
here were not complying with the law, 
and as it was the duty of someone to see 
that it was obeyed the task fell upon 
Motorman Stodghill. As a result he 
lost his position. The speaker said the 
motormen knew this was the only rea­ 
son Stodghill was discharged, and felt 
it their doty to stand by him. He then 
said : “ I came to this city and tried to 
settle the trouble. 
God knows I was 
fair. I plead almost on my knees with 
the general manager for something to 
satisfy the men, but I could not prevail 
on him. 
He seemed vindictive, but I 
believe he is a man of fair char­ 
acter. 
All my efforts were of no 
avail, and the condition existing today 
is the result. 
I make this statement to 
enlighten yon. I know your power and 
know what the franchise is and know 
that the council has delegated away all 
the anthority they might have had as 
far as force is concerned. 
Another 
feature of 
the 
strike is that 
the 
men refuse to be imposed upon by nuder 
men acting in their official capacity. 
The verbal assaults have become so fre­ 
quent and unbearable that the men cry 
out. 
Mr. Healy is kind and gentle to 
his employes. 
I do not want to dwell 
on the other factor in the case, as in do­ 
ing so it might be a reflection that I was 
attempting to assault some one. 
I am 
not here at the request of anyone, but 
simply as an agent of humanity, and in 
the interests of the community. 
If yon 
see fit to use your good offices to effect a 
settlement I believe you will be doing 
that which will be a benefit to the com­ 
munity and your constituents.” 
Council was called to order at 8 :85 
with Members Gin hausen. Seckersou, 
Cain, Challis and Stewart present. . 
The minutes were read and approved 
and an ordinance regulating the price 
of gas was placed on its second reading. 
The report of Mayor Bough showed that 
he had collected $170 in fines during the 
month while the fire department an­ 
swered 18 fire, 16 patrol and 6 ambu­ 
lance calls, and hauled ll prisoners to 
jail. 
The pay ordinance came next and 
with it the bills that had been laid over 
by claims committee. 
A bill of $110.27 
from the Union planing mill was placed 
on the pay roll and Mr. Gin hausen 
asked : “ Are we going to buy out all 
the planing mills in the city to furnish 
lumber for East End?” The newspaper 
bills were then discussed and Clerk Han­ 
ley explained they had charged price 
and a half, the amount allowed by law,

The attention of Robert W. M illigan, 
who was chief engineer of the Oregon 
on her famous voyage aroond the Horn 
and in the sea fight at Santiago and 
who is now chief engineer of the New 
York, was called by a reporter to A r­ 
thur W arren’s article on the unprepared 
condition of the machinery of the ships 
of Sam pson’s fleet when Cervera came 
oat of Santiago harbor. 
Mr. M illigan 
said: 
“ I don’t propose to get mixed up in 
any controversy. 
I don’t know much 
about any other ship while the fleet was 
off Santiago but the Oregon, and I 
don’t intend to criticise any one. 
It is 
tree th at fires were kept under all the 
boilers of the Oregon while she was on 
blockade. 
I insisted on that, and i t ’a 
the only thing for whioh I take any 
credit. I believe, and my views on this 
point are well known in the service, 
that in tim e of war a warship should 
be ready for action at all times. 
She is 
not ready if her machinery is not ready 
to work on signal. Therefore I kept the 
Oregon tuned up all the w hile.” 
Was the Oregon the only ship of 
the fleet whose boilers did not contain 
salt w ater?" asked the reporter. 
“ I don’t know about that, bat I think 
not. I am pretty sure there was no salt 
w ater in the boilers of the New York 
or Brooklyn. 
There was, I am told, 
salt water in the boilers of the Iowa 
and Indiana and, I think, the Massa­ 
chusetts. 
Of the latter, however, I am 
not certain. 
“ How did it happen that yon were 
able to keep yonr boilers filled w ith 
fresh w ater while other ships bad to 
usa salt?” 
T hat was all doe to the wisdom of 
our doctor. 
He did not insist that the 
w ater we condensed for drinking and 
cooking should be absolutely free from 
salt. 
It had to be so that no salt wonld 
be tasted, bot he did not apply to it the 
nil rate of silver test to detect salt. Had 
be done so I could not have evaporated 
enough sea w ater to supply the needs 
of the ship, keep my boilers full and at 
the same tim e make up the steam that 
would be lost in recondensing.” 
“ In order to keep flies nuder all yoni 
boilers all the time did yon have to 
leave the line of blockade oftener than 
any other ship?” 
“ I am not certain, bnf I think not. 
We were on blockade from June I to 
•Inly 8, and during that tim e we coaled 
on blockade once and at Gnantanamo 
fonr times. I don’t know bow often the 
other ships coaled. ” 
“ lf yon kept Ares under all yonr boil­ 
ers SJI the tim e and used only fresh wa­ 
ter, why d idn’t the other ships do like- 
w ist?” 
" I don’t know. 
I can only speak for 
the Oregon.” 
" In his artic]* Mr. W arren states 
that yon gave yonr men practice at 
forced draft coming around the Horn, 
and th at gave the Oregon's engine room 
force a great advantage over the forces 
in the engine rooms of the other ships, 
most of whom had never had any forced 
draft practice. ” 
“ The engine room crew of the Oregon 
had practice a t forced draft fonr times 
on tho journey round the Horn, but it 
was not mere practice work. 
Every 
tim e we did it it was ordered. On three 
occasions the work was done in order 
to make tim e between twogiven points. 
The fourth tim e was just after we had 
left Bahia and thought we saw a tor­ 
pedo boat on the horizon. Captain Clark 
had received at Bahia a dispatch from 
the departm ent stating that Cervera had 
left the Cape de Verde islands with a 
strong fleet of cruisers and deep sea tor­ 
pedo boats. The hope w ss ex preened in 
the dispatch th at if we m et the fleet we 
would defeat them. 
"U pon receiving th at dispatch Gap^ 
lain Clark called a council of war in 
his cabin. lie asked me w hat I thought 
of the proposition.

heard of easier ones, bn! J thought we'd 
give a good account of ourselves. Then 
be outlined his plan, which was this: 
Hhonld we fall in w ith the Spaniards 
we were to turn and m n like the devil.

" We are never amazed when vessels 
go aground and are wrecked on Lake 
E rie during the gales th at are common 
on th at treacherous water, for we ex 
peat such things th e n ,” said a Jake 
skipper, ‘‘but when one is grounded on 
a clear day and wrecked on a course as 
clear as the day in the hands of a pilot 
that knows the ground like a book we 
n aturally wonder a little and w ant to 
know the whys aud wherefores. Such 
was the case of the propeller Susan E. 
Peck th at w ent aground near Bar point 
and was lost w ith a $20,000 cargo. 
“ The captain of the Susan E. bad 
sailed successfully hundreds of times 
between Point Pelee and Bar point aud 
in all kinds of weather, and this time 
he had a wheelman who was known 
from one end of the Jake to the other as 
one of the most expert navigators in 
the lake business. 
He had been lying 
up a long time, for the very good reason 
th at owing to an accident to one of his 
legs that leg bad to be am putated to 
save bis life. 
The lost member was re­ 
placed by an artificial leg, and theu the 
pilot was ready to take his post at the 
wheel again. 
His first service after his 
m isfortune was this trip of the Susan 
E. Peck, aud he ran her aground. 
‘‘The puzzle to everybody was how 
it was possible for the propeller, ban 
died by a man of such skill aud experi­ 
ence, on a straight course only 40 miles 
Song and with every sailing condition 
favorable, to leave her course. Ti e pilot 
w as the most puzzled aud astounded 
person of all. 
He soon got anotb* i ves 
sel, and this cue ho ran in such an er 
ratio muunor, but fortunately w ith no 
disastrous result, th at he was compelled 
to give ber up, aud his usefulness as u 
pilot was gone. 
He aud others wont to 
investigating to see if they could dis­ 
cover w hat was wrong w ith bis sea­ 
manship. 
‘‘After aw hile they discovered w hat 
they believed was the trouble. 
In tile 
p ilo t’s artificial leg a great deal of steel 
had been used in the joints and other 
places. S itting close to the binnacle, as 
he did w hile steering, this steel derang 
ed the compass so that it threw the 
wheelman way off his reckoning and 
led to the wrong piloting th at had 
wrecked the Sasun K. Peck and endan 
gered the other vessel that the whee! 
man navigated subsequently 
This was 
w hat they argued, aud to demoustrate 
the correctuess of the theory the pilot 
took charge of a vessel w ithout wear 
iug his false leg. Everything worked to 
a charm. 
The m ystery of the Hunan E 
Peck was solved, and the pilot was re­ 
stored to his old place in the confidence 
of Lake E rie skippers and vessel own 
er*.” —New York Sun.
